The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , bridging lines 8 and 9, the phrase "has a latch" has been deleted. 



Claims 1 through 17 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

In view of applicant's amendment filed 7 March 2005 amending claim 1, and for the 
reason's set forth on pages 8 and 9 in applicant's remarks regarding U. S. Patent No. 5,165,150 
(van Reisen) not discloses the shoulder and ledge as set forth claim 1 ; and additionally in regards 
to the discussion on page 9, 2 nd and 3 rd paragraphs, pertaining to the Autoliv '332 buckle, such 
that the Autoliv '332 buckle does not have a latch having a shoulder that is being pushed by the 
strap connecting element (i.e., tongue) to pivotally rotate the latch to lock the tongue. Autoliv 
6 3 32 requires the tongue to push tongue ejector 76 instead of a shoulder of the latch in order for 
the latch to pivot. Furthermore, there would be no reason to remove the tongue ejector of the 
Autoliv '332 buckle since this would result in the Autoliv '332 buckle to not be operational in 
locking a tongue to the buckle.
